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Cash  receipts  from  farm  market i ngs  in  January  were  wel  1  above  January  1947,  reflect- 
ing higher  prices.  But  they  dropped  sharply  in  February,  as  prices  fell,  and  have  re- 
mained near  last  year's  levels  since  then.

PRELIMINARY  ESTIMATES  FOR  JANUARY-MAY  I9I+8 


For  the  first  5  months  of  ISbZ,  cash  receipts  to  farmers  from  the  sale  of  farm 
products  are  likely  to  total  slightly  more  than  for  the  same  period  last  year.  Total 
receipts  will  "be  around  10.3  billion  dollars — 6.6  "billion  from  livestock  and  products 
and  3*7  "billion  from  crops.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  are  practically  the 
same  as  in  19^7.  out  crop  receipts  are  6  percent  higher. 

Receipts  from  meat  animals  during  this  period  may  total  slightly  "below  those  in 
19^7 »  although  average  monthly  prices  have  been  higher  during  most  of  this  year.    On  the 
whole,  meat-animal  marketings  have  "been  running  lower  than  last  year.    January  1  found 
numbers  of  all  types  of  meat  animals  on  farms  substantially  lower  than  the  year  "before, 
and  marketings  during  the  first  2  months  were  down.    Prices,  however,  were  enough  higher 
to  more  than  offset  the  decline  in  sales;  and  although  receipts  from  meat  animals  in 
February  were  a  little  below  those  of  the  same  month  in  19^7,  they  were  slightly  above 
last  year  for  the  first  2  months  of  the  year,  taken  together.    During  the  first  2  weeks 
in  March,  meat  animal  marketings  rose  higher  than  a  year  ago  in  anticipation  of  the  packers' 
strike;  but  they  dropped  off  severely  in  the  latter  half  of  the  month  after  the  strike  began. 
Prices  of  meat  animals  were  only  slightly  lower  this  March  than  in  March  19^7 1  out  marketings 
for  the  entire  month  were  lover  and  receipts  dropped  by  about  13  percent.    For  the  first  3 
months  as  a  whole,  marketings  were  down  from  last  year  by  8  percent;  but  because  of  higher 
prices,  receipts  from  meat  animals  for  the  first  quarter  were  about  the  same  as  last  year. 
As  in  March  and  April,  meat-animal  marketings  in  May  probably  will  continue  below  those  of 
the  same  month  last  year,  and  receipts  are  likely  to  be  down. 

Receipts  from  dairy  products  for  the  first  5  months  are  a  little  higher  than  last 
year.    Milk  production  is  running  about  5  percent  lower,  and  close  to  the  1937-^6  average. 
Milk  cow  numbers  are  down;  but  production  per  cow  is  being  maintained  at  about  the  record 
19^7  level  despite  slightly  lower  grain  feeding.    Dairy-product  prices  for  the  first  5 
months  will  average  about  10  percent  higher  than  a  year  ago. 

Receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  also  are  higher  than  last  year.    The  number  of  layers 
on  hand  is  smaller  this  spring  than  last,  but  production  per  bird  is  up  and  total  egg 
production  is  only  a  little  lower  than  last  year.    Egg  prices  are  higher. 

The  gain  in  crop  receipts  from  January  through  May,  compared  with  19^7.  i8  largely 
a  reflection  of  higher  prices  for  crops. 

In  May,  farmers'  receipts  from  marketings  will  be  about  2.0  billion  dollars.  Both 
livestock  and  crops  will  be  slightly  higher  than  in  April  19U8  and  about  the  same  as  in 
May  last  year.    Receipts  from  neat  animals  will  continue  lower  than  last  year  since 
slaughter  of  cattle  and  lambs  probably  will  be  down.    Marketings  of  hogs  are  likely  to  be 
about  the  same  as  last  year.    Prices  of  meat  animals  as  a  whole  will  probably  continue  to 
average  higher  than  last  year,  with  lower  prices  for  hogs  and  lambs  more  than  offset  by 
increases  for  cattle,  calves,  and  sheep. 

Receipts  from  dairy  products  probably  will  be  a  little  higher  in  May  than  in  April  as 
milk  production  is  stimulated  by  fresh  feed  from  spring  pastures.    With  higher  prices,  dairy- 
product  receipts  will  continue  higher  than  a  year  ago.    Receipts  from  poultry  products  may 
be  about  the  same  as  in  April  with  egg  sales  down  and  marketings  of  chickens  and  broilers  up. 

Marketings  of  some  of  the  important  crops  will  decline  seasonally  in  May,  and  receipts 
from  these  crops  will  be  lower  than  in  April.    Receipts  from  vegetables,  however,  may  show 
a  slight  gain.
